Fiesia Bieachers Were Not 


And now that La Fiesta, the great 
and gorgeous, is over, the cheerful 
speculators who gambled on a review- 
ing stand investment will pull down 
their temporary structures and figure 
up profit and loss. It is the consensus 
of opinion among the builders that the 
“break” will be about even, as far as 
actual monetary layout is 
but that there is not a sufficiently prof- 
itable return for the worry and time 
expended on the part of the builders 
themselves, to say nothing of the in- 
convenience caused by the cumbersome 
and ungainly things in front of busi- 
ness establishments. 

In all parts of the business district 
thirty-eight stands were erected, with 
a seating capacity varying from 
Afteeen to 1062 individuals. The most 
of-these bieachers were put up as 4 
money-making scheme, excepting the 
official tribunes at the City Hall, anda 
number of little “box party” construc- 
tructions intended for private accom- 
modation only, as for instance that in 
front of the Bradbury building. 

Main street won the most of the tem- 
porary seating, having eighteen stands, 
most of them either on vacant lots or 
in the front ya of whose 
buildings stand in’a little way from the 
street. Broadway contractors put up 
money for sixteen, which, with the ex- 
ception of the seats at the new Cham- 
ber of Commerce and the Johnson 
building, were mostly high, solid con- 
structions built over the public right of 
way.

utmost courtesy he returned the saluta-

the parade which the martyred Mc-

pent disport In such wild frolics. Yee- 
terday the dragon chased its tall and 
when in front of the President's stand 
bowed in homage three times. Thus 
did the national emblem of the Celestial 
Kingdom, venerated by the yell@w race, 
acknowtedge the vigor and vitality of 
the westtern hemisphere and its 
strenuous essence typified by the Presi- 
dent. 

That the President dearly loves the 
children was very evident yesterday. 
Every time a group of children passed 
in the parade the President smiled and 
bowed his acknowledgements. One 
young boy on a bicycle rode close to the 
stand and called out “Hurray for 
Teddy,” and instantly a great cheer 
swept over the crowd. When the tally- 
ho of the Yale School, beautifully deco- 


rated with white marguerites and blue 


corn flowers, with its load of bovs in 
blue and white shirts, white duck pants 
and white straw bats, paseed the stand 
giving the erchool yell, the President 
rose and bowed three times and then 
waved his hat at the enthusiastic stu- 
dents.

parade did not start 


promptly on time was due to the great 
crush, which ex: eeded anything ever 
before seen at a Fiesta celebration. 
Thousands upon thousands of people 
lined Main Street, covering the side- 
walks, overfiowing into the street, 
perching upon cornices and standing on 
the tops of bulldings. Fifth street be- 
tween Main and Spring streets became 
so congested that the police decided i 
would be almost tmpossible to clear the 
biock, and Sixth street, where one of 
the divisions had formed, was made 
ready for the passage of the President. 
A change in the plans made this acjion 
unnecessary, but considerable time was 
lost. At 2:25 the order to march was 
given, and the long line flowed out from 
the side streets to Main. 

And everywhere atong the line of 
march the crowds were tremendous.

The meager force 
of policemen was swamped inthe 
crush. And although the crowds on 
the streets were record-breaking, 
there was not a window or coign of 
Vantage anywhere along the line that 
Was not in use.

Mr. Congressman, Mr. Mayor, and 
you, my fellow-citizens, men, women 
and children of Pasadena: I am not 
going to tatk to you very long this 
morning, because I am too much inter- 
ested in your community.

[Ap- 
plause.} From the beginning of time 
anarchy in all its forms has been the 
hand-maiden, the harbinger, of despot- 
ism and tyranny. We must remember 
ever that the surest way to overturn 
republican institutions, the surest way 
te do away with the essential demo- 
cratic liberty that we enjoy, is to per- 
mit any one under any excuse to put 
the gratification of his passions over 
the law. The law, the supreme law of 
the land, must be obeyed by every man, 
rich and poor, alike. [Applause.} Ours 
is a government of equal rights. under 
the law, guaranteeing those rights to 
each man so long as he In his turn re- 
frains from wronging his brother. We 
Cannot exist as a republic unless we 
dre true to the fundamenta}) principles 
wf those who founded the republic in 
76, and those who perpetuated it in the 
years from ‘él to ‘6. if we re- 
main true to the philosophy preached 
and practiced by Washington and Lin- 
coln we cannot go far wrong: [Ap- 
plause.] 

New problems come up all the time. 
The tremendous growth of our com- 
plex industrialism means that we have 
to face new conditions, that we enjoy 
new benefits. and must overcome new 
difficulties; but the spirit in which we 
must face them must be the old spirit 
Which has won victory in military 
strife and under civic conditions since 
the dim days when history dawned. 
We can win only if we show the prin- 
ciples that made you win. You did 
not win by any patent device. You 
did not win in that way. There is not 
any patent device for getting the mil- 
lennium, and any man who says that 
by following him, that by invoking 
some specific remedy, all injustice, 
and all evil, and all suffering, will be 
done away with misleads himself and 
you. Something can be done by law. 
Much can be done by honest and fear- 
less administration the law: but tm 
the long run the prime factor in de- 
cidineg each man's sv¥cces® must 
the sum of the man's individual qual- 
ities. We must work in combination. 
We must work together; but we must 
remember that no man can do any- 
thing with others unless he can 
something for himeelf.

And he adds, referring to the ac- 
cusations of greed with which the ac- 
tion of the United States in Philippine 
affairs has been met in some directions. 
“The idea of the imperial power as a 
power to perform services for other 
States is wholly inconsistent with the 
idea of monopoly or exploitation, as 
Spencer Wilkinson has well pointed 
out. . .. It tmplies opening new 
markets, not for the im | state, but 
for all the world. To the ‘merchants’ 
who, to quote Lord Bacon, ‘look ever 
to the present gain,’ it is better to take 
the benefit of the work. But to those 
who do not ‘look ever to the present 
gain, and whose eyes are set on a goal 
farther off and higher up, there ap- 
pears to be both a moral compulsion 
which compels the American Union to 
perform such obligations when they 
come upon them in the ordinary course 
of events, and a pleasure in performing 
them well.

THE CONNECTION. 

We left Paul standing on the stairs 
leading into the castle and about to 
speak to the mob in his own defense. 
He did speak, telling them of his line- 
age, his training, his career as a perse- 
cutor, his conversion on the way to Da- 
mascus, his interview with Ananias, 
his return to Jerusalem, his call to 
preach to the Gentiles. At this point, 
their rage broke out, and the officers 
took him away from danger. These 

re had not understood him, for he 
in Hebfew, but they thought he 
must be a very bad character, and took 


him in t examination, which meant 


to torture him into making a confes- 
sion. As they were about to torture 
him, he startled and alarmed them by 
informing them he was a Roman citi- 
As a citizen of Rome they dare 
lay violent hands on him. The 
commandant was still more puzzied by 
this remarkable man, and, in order 
to study the case, brought him into 
Jewish Council the next day to see 
what they would make out of him. 
They showed such brutality and got 
into such a contention among them- 
seives that the officer had to take him 
away by force. Unable to secure his 
death in a legal way, they formed a plot 
to kill him, as our lesson informs us. 


THE LESSON. 
I. 


“The Plot Formed.” (Verses 12-15.) 
“and when it was day, the Jews 
banded together, and bound them- 
selves under a curse, saying that they 
would neither eat nor drink till they 
head killed Paul. (13.) And they were 
more than forty that made this con- 
racy. (14.) And they came to the 
f priests and the elders, and said, 
We have bound ourselves under a great 
curse to taste nothing until we have 
kilied Paul. (15.) Now therefore do ye 
with the council signify to the chief 
captain that he bring him down unto 
you, as though ye would judge of his 
case more exactiy™ and we, before he 
comes near, are ready to slay him.” 
1.) This plot was formed by Paul's 
own countrymen, not by Komans. 
(2.) It was under the severest oath 
bie. They bound themselves un- 
a curse, or “ce themselves wiin 
@ curse,” not to eat or drink till they 
had killed him. They invoked upon 
themselves God's curse, if they ate or 
drank without killing Paul. They im- 
perijed their own lives to do evil, so de- 
monized they were with hate. 
<3.) It included a large number of 
men, about forty. That indicates 
that they might have been some men 
aiready banded together as assassins 
or brigands. Sin always overreaches 
fteelf sooner or iater. There were too 
many of them, or they were too bad to 
keep a secret. 
44.) The chief priest and all the Jew- 


‘ish officials entered into the conspiracy. 
' They did not propose to do the killing 


themselves, but gave approval and pro- 
tection, and possibly pay, te those who 
were do do it. Representatives of re- 
ligion have. often taken life in the 
name of God, and with the spirit of the 
devil. In all such cases there is some- 
thing radically bad in the persons and 
in the religion they represent. The 
Gevil is the father of the ideas and the 
impulses that lead to persecution. 
6.) The priests were to tell a lie and 
get Peul down into the council as 
thoug*® they wanted to investigate the 
case @ore fully. As he passed from 
the <astie out to the council chamber 
the afeessins would dispatch him. The 
high vligious officials would do the 
lying; *be assassins would do the kill- 
ing. 


Il. 
“The Plot Discovered.” (Verses 16-21.) 
But Paul's sister's son heard 
of their tying in wait, and he came and 
entered into the castle and told Paul. 
(i7.) And Paul cailed unto him one of 


‘the cenfurions, and said. ‘Lring this 


young man unto the chief captain, for 
he hath something to tell him.’ (18.) So 
he took him, and brought him to the 
chief captain, and saith, ‘Paul the pris- 
oner called me unto him,.and asked 
me to bring this young man unto thee, 
who hath something to say unto thee.’ 
19.) And the chief captain took him 
by: the hand, and, going aside, asked 
him privately, ‘What is it that thou 
hast to tell me? (20.) And he said, 
"The Jews have agreed to ask thee to 
bring down Paul tomorrow unto the 
council, as though thou wouldst in- 
ulre somewhat more exactly concern- 

him. (21.) Do not thou there- 
fore yield unto them, for there lie in 
wait for him of them more than forty 
men, who have bouhd themselves under 
a curse. neither to eat nor to drin 
till they have slain him; and now 
they ready, looking for the promise 
from thee.” 

A new character a on the 
geene—Paul’s nephew. We never heard 
of him before, and shall never again. 
Was he a Christian or still a Jew? No 
one knows, yet anyone can conjecture. 
Had he come to Jerusalem With Paul, 
or did he live there? No one knows. 
My conjecture is that he was not a 
Christian. BPven near relatives would 
see Paul put to death, such was their 
unnatural hatred of those they re- 

as renegades. But this was a 
young man, probably more liberal on 
account, and because he hed 


Jews did not know he was 4 
to Paul. 

We cannot help admiring the wisdom 
snd self-control of the young man. 
Visitors were admitted to see the pris- 
oners. and it was not hard for him to 
get to Paul. Besides the officers had 
come to treat Paul as a privileged pris- 
oner, because he was a Roman citizen 
and because he had versonally won 
their respect and confidence. 

We are not so much surpriced at 
Paul's prompt and cool-headed course. 
He was accustomed to oll kinds of 
evil-doers and knew how to meet them. 
He advised the only eafe thing. 

We muet not forget that God was 
workitus through all these things. He 
had promised Paul the night before 
that he should “bear witness also at 
Rome.” and now It was by His« provi- 
dence that Paul's nephew should learn 
about ft. and that the commandant 
shovld be sympathetic and prompt and 
brave and wiee. The purpose of God to 
let Paul go to Rome was being pro- 


ed. 

We admire the noble commandant, 
Claudias Lysias. He mode it easy for 
the young man to tell his story. The 
jatter’s heart was In his throot with 
fear for hie uncle, and he was trembling 
with embarrasement tn the presence of 
the military chief and with some alarm 
for hia own safety. Claudias took the 
bor by the hand to give him assurance 
and composure: be led him: aside to, 
give him sense of freedom tp telling 
the story. The captain gave him fo 
much encouragement that he not only 
tol4 his story, but boldly urged that 
he would not grant the request that 
the Jews would make for another in- 
terview with Paul. 

The effect of the tnterview on the 
captain was exactly right. His sympa- 
thies were naturally with the man 

thom swe so hated, and they had

Paul. He was a true Roman and re- 
sented the purpose of any people to 
take the law into their own hands and 
trample on it.

He was in- 
dignant at the thought that the Jews 
should imagine for one moment that 
they could play such a trick on him. 
His pride was insulted. Every high 
impulse was awakened in him and he 
was ready to frustrate the plans of 
Paul's foes.

“The Pilot Frustrated.” (Verse 22.) 

“(22.) So the chief captain let the 
young man go, charging him: Tell no 
man that thou hast signified these

The verses following must be read in 
order to know just how it was done. 
The present verse shows the chief's 
promptness, for he seemed to have his 
pians formed in a moment. He had 
decision. We note also his wisdom in 
enjoining secrecy on the young man, 
who was so excited that he might let 
the secret aimee wishout knowing 
t. : 

Reading further 4nto the story, we 
learn that the chief sent Paul off to 
Caesarea that night before the assas- 
Sins knew about it, and then saved 
him. He sent Paul to Caesarea because 
it was the official seat of government 
for that province, and it was fitting 
that Paul should be taken there. He 
sent Paul under a very strong escort 
of two hundred soldiers, two hundred 
spearmen and seventy mounted troop- 
érs. Those on foot duty went as far as 
Antipatris, forty-two miles, and - re- 
turned. The horsemen took Paul on 
the remaining twenty-nine miles and 
reached Caesarea in safety. Claudias 
Lysias sent a letter to Fellx explaining 
th> case and Pau! was shut up in the 
palace built by Herod the Great, and 
held till his accusers could come and 
brin@ their charges against him. A pal- 
ace generally had subterranean dun- 
geons for prisoners and so had this. 
Paul, however, may have been kept in 
more comfortable quarters. Our next 
lesson WIN tell of his trial before Felix, 
the Roman governor of that province. 


WHAT THE MASTERS SAY. 


There Is a close and strange alliance 
between formal religion and murderous 
hatred and vulpine craft, as the history 
of ecclasiastical persecution shows; and 
though we have'done with fire and 
fagot now, the same evil passions and 
tempers in modified form do still He 
very near to a Christianity which bas 
lost its inward union with Jesus and 
lives on surface adherence to forms. In 
that sense, too, “the letter killeth.” We 
lift up our hands In horror at these 
fierce fanati¢s, “ready to kill’ Paul. 
because he believed in resurrection, 
angel and spirit. We need to guard 
ourselves, lest something of thetr tem- 
per Should be in us. There is a devil- 
ish ingenuity about the details of the 
plot. and a truly oriental mixture of 
murderous passion and calculating 
eraft. The serpent's wisdom, and his 
poison fangs are both apparent. The 
forty conspirators must have been 
“ready,” not only to kill Paul, but to 
die in the attempt, for the distance 
from the castie to the council cham- 
ber was short, and the detachment of 
legionaries escorting the prisoner would 
have to be reckoned with.—{Maclaren. 

Although Paul had an express prom- 
ise from Christ of security, that he 
would escape the snares of the Jews, 
and bear witness for Him at Rome, vet 
he did not neglect any proper means 
of safety, thus proving how far re- 
moved he was from the character of 
an enthusiast. His prudence also i« 
here observable: he does not tell the 
centurion, but thinks it safer to in- 
form the tribune himself.—[{Gloag.

GREAT TRANSFORMATION. 


Terse Comments on the Uniform 
Prayer-meeting Topics of the Chris- 
tien Endeavor Societies. the Baptist 
Young People’s Unions, for 
May 16: “What Does the Story of 
Zaccheus Teach UsT''—Luke xix, 1-10.

Zaccheus, the little man who climbed 
a tree to see Jesus pass by, is a New 
Testament example of the miracle of 
conversion. He went up that tree «a 
selfish, unloving and money-grasping 
publican. He came down a changed 
man, with a sew joy In his face and 
a new mind toward all the world and 
toward God. Jesus had greeted him 
with a word of surprising warmth, 


for the despised publican received few: 


warm words or looks from Jews, and 
that incident had made a new man 
of him. He speedily gave proof that 
hie conversion was not a matter of 
pasin sentiment, but a complete 
transformation of character. What 
Jesus did on the Jericho road that day 
he has been doing ever since all over 
the world—changing mean, selfish and 
sinful hearts into rts of love and 
joy. and genérosity, at peace with man 
and God. The greatest wonder of the 
world today is notanyofthe achileve- 
ments of ecience, but that mysterious 
transformation effected by Christ in 
human hearts which we call conver- 
sion. 

‘There are no insuperable obstacies 


to anybody's becoming acquainted 
with Jesus. 
Obstacies test. The man who is 


weak and craven in soul yield@ to 
them with a whine. The resolute spir- 
it accepts them as challenges to harder 
service, and bravely overcomes them. 
A man’s attitude toward difficulties Is 
a pretty safe indication of his whole 
character. Most men in Zaccheus's 
place would have sat down beneath 
that sycamore tree and bemoaned 
thelr lack of inches. Not so Zaccheus 
He threw dignity to the winds, and 
shinned up the tree like a small boy. 
Thus, by adding the tree's height to 
his own, he became the tallest man In 
the crowd. By mastering a: difficulty 
he won the notice of Jesus. 

Every secker is sought by Jesus. 

If a person is really in earnest in de- 
sirihg to see and know Jesus, there is 
nothing that can hinder him. 

Zaccheus was a man who could 
make a quick decision. When Jesus 
presented himeelf to his view, he per- 
ceived that the opportunity of his life 
had come and he closed with it Imme- 
diately. There was no dawdling ofr 
hesitating. He did not step to worry 
about what his neighbors might think 


of the step. We do not read that he 
bothered for an instant about the 
gaping crowd below. Here was Jesus, 
with a gracious invitation, and that 
Was enough: nothing else mattered. 
So on the instant Zaccheus took the 
step that altered his entire life. He 
had the wisdom to perceive that it is 
dangerous to dally over this supreme 
question. 

In the light of the pure presence of 
the perfect Christ, Zaccheus was con- 
victed of his evil past. His extortions 
and oppressions stood out before him 
hideously, and he hastened to make 
reparation. There is the proof of con- 
version. No man can walk in the pres- 
ence of Jesus and still love sin. 

The critics are in this story, as in 
almost every other story of a great 
deed or a great happiness. They 
found fault with Zaccheus, and with 
Jesus for daring to visit him in his 
home and eat with him. But Jesus 
wes unmoved, He fs not ashamed to 
be seen in the company of any of his 
friends. He has never denied a friend, 
although often denied by those who 
have received his friendship. One dif- 
ference between Jesus and most of us 
is that he is altogether unaffected by 
the criticisms of the crowd. “What 
they say” never disturbed him. 

Zaccheus was a rich man, one of the 
several rich men in the Bible who had 
longings for better things than their 
riches could buy. The remedy for 
these wants was the same for Zac- 
cheus as for the blind beggar. The 
rich and the poor were alike <before 
God in their need for pardon and the 
new life. Only by becoming suppli- 
cants before Christ can any of us win 
soul riches. 

A physician tof@ this story a few 
days ago: “I was once hurriedly sum- 
moned to attend a woman with a dis- 
located jaw. I found her in greatest 
distress, with a crowd of neighbors 


gathered around her. You know a 
woman with a dislocated jaw is not 
a pretty sight, and when I slipped 


this member back into place the wom- 
an Was overcome with gratitude and 
delight. She threw her arms about 
my neck and hugged and kissed me. 
and professed eternal gratitude. But 
she never paid my little bill,” added 
the old physician, with a twinkle in 
his eye. There is a deal of that sort 
of gratitude in the world-"But it was 
not Zaccheus'’s sort; he brought forth 
fruits worthy of repentance. His 
works were in harmony with his 
words,

‘SEATS FOR THE MULTITUDE. 

The serious discomforts suffered by 
fhe majority of the vast throng of peo- 
ple who crowded the streets of Los A:;- 
eles during the Fiesta season just 
closed, suggest the advisability of sone 
\plan which will obviate, to a large ex- 
tent, such discomforts in the future, 
by providing seats along the streets 
for ali] who desire them—which would 
mean practically all the people who 
‘throng the streets on such festal occa- 
@tons. It is a fact which will hardly be 
‘Questioned that if plenty of seats were 
provided, at a low cost to the occupant 


- let us say 10 cents each for adults and 


‘S& cents each for children under 10 
lyears,) they would be eagerly taken by 
\the people, many of whom are forced 
‘to stand on their feet for hours at a 
time while waiting for the pageant. 
Whe seats could be constructed on some 
Such plan as that employed by circuses, 
jee that they could be very quickly 


put up or taken down, They 
be  porthbie, and could 
Be placed on different streets, 


as desired, in groups, with open spaces 

Giternating. They should not be very 
\high. Probably four tiers, or at mosi 
five, would be sufficient. The supports 
might rest rtly in the street and 
partiy on the sidewalk, in which posi- 
tion they would cause the least ob- 
Struction. The entire width of the street 
Ads not neeced for the average pageant, 
nor would the entire width of the side- 
walk be needed for the public, as the 
seats themselves would almost entirely 
do away With the congestion of travel. 
Six or eight feet of the street, outside 
the curb, could well be spared for the 
Seats, on each side of the street, which 
would stil] afford ample room for the 
parade. 

At 10 cents for each seat, the feats 
would nearly or quite pay for them- 
Selves the first year. They could be 
stored away and used over and over 
again, with each recurring Fiesta and 
for other gala occasions, so that they 
Would become a source of revenue, as 
Well as a very great convenience to the 
public. If the city were to provide 
these feais, it could probably make a 

© profit from their use, after 
the first year (which might be turned 
Over as the city’s contribution to La 
Fiesta.) If it were thought not advis- 
@ble for the city to engage in such an 
‘enterprise, the Executive Committee of 
la Fiesta might take the matter in 
hand, and by judicious management 
enough money could be realized from 
the rental.of the seats (after their first 
cost had been paid) to go a long way 
toward paying the expenses of the fes- 
tival. If the result were regarded as 
Geubtful, a few sea enough to 
Seat three or four thousands of per- 
Sone—might be put up next year as an 
experiment, and rented at the price of 
10 cents each. The result of such an 
ezperiment would probably be to fur- 
nish a complete demonstration of the 
practicability of carrying out the 
scheme on a large seale. 

There is no need to point out in de- 
tall the benefits to the public of some 
such plan, which would provide seats 
for all on these occasions eat a nomi- 
nal cost. One of the principal benefits 
would be to the health of women and 
‘Children. It is ~itiable, and it is wrong, 
for them to stand or walk upon the 
streets for hours at a time, as they 
are obliged to do while there is no 
eGequate provision for seating them. 
Buch a tax upon endurance is preju- 
@icia! to the hexith, not alone of women 
and children, but to that of the aged 
or feeble of both sexes. .Many such are 
Gebarred from witnessing the street 
@cenes because of the lack of seating 
accommodations. The erecting of an 
ample number of seats, upon some plan 
like that above suggested, would, as we 
have said, relieve the congestion, both 
Om Streets and on Sidewalks, and sto 
would lessen the dangers as well as the 
@iscomforts of the occasion. More peo- 
le would witmees the sireet scenes if 
they could do so in comfort and at a 
merely nominal cost for seats. The 
plan above outlined, if successfully car- 
ried out, would add much t© the suc- 
coms of the Fiesta 


OUR DISTINCT FAILURES. 

There have been four strikes in Los 
Angeles during the past four weeks, 
and every one of them has been a dis- 
tinct failure. This is not surprising, 
as every strike in Los Angeles for 
years has been more or less of a fiz- 
gle, so far as practical results are con- 
cerned. 


But the four failures of the past few 
especially noteworthy, as 
the purpose of the rs of the 
mischief was to-@Mturb and perhaps 
break up La Fiesta, and the net re- 
sult proves the utter impotency of 
impotent Lem Biddle’s concern. 

The first failure was that of the 
electrical workers. They took the lead 
in the trouble campaign. The con- 
tractors, however, stood by their 
rights, employed non-union workers, 
and won a victory. There 
is nothing left of the electrical work- 
ers’ strike. 

Next on the flunk list comes the 
strike of the pressmen in the job- 
printing offices, which was started 
with such a flourish of tin horns. 
These deluded “prints” have utterly 
failed to carry a single point, and are 
now trying to beg back the good jobs 
and good pay Which they threw up. 
Their employers are standing fast and 
the strike is a bursted bubble. 

Then came the infamous chole 
strike, organized by Lem Biddle of the 
Council of Labor, and for which the 
poor ignorant peons were in nowlse to 
blame. It was a farce from the first, 
though started by the Biddle-Hay 
gang with vicious intent. The railroad 
company was steadfast and won the 
cay. The poor strikers are now living 
on charity, some of them full of wrath 
against the scoundrels who got them 
into the scrape. > 

Equally as great a fiesco was the 
car men's fight, another chapter in the 
Fiesta-disturbing programme. The 
carmen were wise. They refused to be 
led or bulidozed by the Biddte-Hay 
gang. Union bluster failed te drive 
them from their posta, and the pro- 
moters of this so-called strike 
a public ilaughing-stock. 
Number Four, this. 

A fifth failure is in sight. The line- 
men's strike will go to pieces. It is 
supported by falsehood and bluster— 
sure ingications of weakness. The 
companies are holding owt. They 
‘bave. seen employers win four compl 
victories by simply making good use of 
a good backbone. They have found that 
there are other workmen besides those 
controlied by the union—that there are 
workers whose aim in life is to work, 
not.to strike. The companies wil) 
surely win if they adhere to their 
present policy of “fighting it out on 
this line if it takes all summer.” 

The four failures are matters of his- 
tory. The fifth is prophecy being ful- 
filled. The “no-surrender’ policy on 
the part of employers defeats arrogant 
and unjuet demands every time. The 
Biddle-Hay blusterers are bogie-men 
stuffed with straw, and everybody now 
sees it sticking out of the freshiy- 
punched holes in their preposterous 
persons. 


UNICIPAL MISTAKES. | 

The recent sale by the city of a 
franchise covering two miles of street 
railroad, for the large amount of $119, - 
000, “gives to think,” as the French say, 
in regard to the value of privileges that 
the city hes hitherto been recklessly 
giving away. It Is reported that the 
purchasers of this franchise were ready 
to bid much higher for it if necessary. 
In this case there happened to be a 
struggle between two competing inter- 
ests, and this naturally led to an in- 
fiated price. Still, this does not alter 
the fact that such franchises possess 
great intrinsic value. Such being the 
case, it is not good business—it is. In 
fact, abeurd—that a city, any more than 
an individual, should give away valu- 
able things for nothing. 

Of late years a beginning has been 
made in the sale of franchises that 
were formerly given to the first man 
who asked for them “free, gratis, for 
nothing,” even when the purchaser had 
no intention of making any improve- 
ments, but merely secured the franchise 
to gamble with. This, however, is too 
much like locking the stable door afjer 
the horse is stolen, as our streets are 
now pretty well plastered over with 
stree{-raiiroad franchises. However. 
we should at least see that such further 
privileges as may be granted are made 
to yield the city as large a revenue as 
possible. Suppose that the existing rail- 
road franchises had been granted un- 
der the condition that the vuwners 
should pay the city a certain percentage 
of the gross receipts, after the line had 
been in operation for a certain number 
of years, what a fine revenue Los An- 
geles would have today. 

Again, there was the water deal. If 
the City Fathers of those days had been 
wise, they would have demanded of the 
company an agreement to pay into the 
city treasury a certain proportion of 
the gross receipts of the company, 
which it might easily have done, while 
still paying a handsome dividend. 

A city is merely a business establish- 
ment on a large scale, and there is no 
reason why it should not be run on 
strictly business principles, getting s 
much as it can for what it ns. . This 
is the tendency, now, in up-to-date 
municipalities. In Europe they have 
gone still farther. For instance, in 
Glasgow the city owns water, gas, elec- 
tric light, street cars and telephones: 
also all parks and picture galleries, 10 
public baths and wash-houses, a fruit 
and market, a “dead meat,”

and2 foreign cattle mar- 


kets, besides markets for cheese, birds 
and dogs, and old clothes. Four slaugh- 
ter houses, with offices, belong to the 
ratepayers, 4 hospitis, a burying 
Ground, 2488 dwelling-houses, 78 lodg- 
ing-houses, a family home, 372 shops, 
49 stores, 43 warehouses, a theater, a 
Pawn office, 2 halis, 2 hotels, 2 
churches, a studio, a nursing home, a 
powder mill, a jlaundry, a bakehouse, a 
gospel tent, a panorama, and a goif 
course. The provender used in the 
Stalls of the cleansing department is 
grown upon a 1000-acre farm belong- 
ing to the corporation, while it also 
owns stone quarries end 90 railway 
wagons. In behalf of the city the cor- 
Poration carries on business as market 

deners and manure merchants, be- 

es building tramway cars, reclaiming 
bogs and collecting and selling waste 
paper, etc. 

We need not think to go so far as this. 
It would certainly be unsafe to do so, 
until a much higher degree of con- 
scientiousness and pubiic spirit is de- 
veloped among our municipal officials. 
We may, however, with advantage, 
remember that a city is a big corpora- 
tion, which is supposed to be run for 
the benefit of the stockhoiders—that is 
to @ay, the taxpayers—and not merely 
to furnish easy and lucrative berths 
for a few office holders. 


PECULIAR STRIKE. 

A dispatch from Melbourne, Aus- 
tralia, under date of May 9%, gives 
some account of a strike which has 
just been declared on the State-owned 
railroads in Victoria. The strike be- 
gan at midnight of Friday, May 8. It 
was caused, according to the dispatch, 
because of a curious dispute between 
the government and the railroad em- 
ployés regarding the right of the 
latter to affiliate with the Victoria 
Trades Hall, the headquarters of 
trade-unionism in the colony. “Em- 
plovés of the railroads,” continues the 
dispatch, “are practically State 
servants, and the government claims 
that in case of a strike in_other trades 
aMiliated with the Trades Hall, the 
railroad men would be obliged to 
strike in sympathy, and therefore the 
governmént has notified the railroad 
men that unless they withd¢aw from 
the Trades Hal!) before May 12 they 
will be dismissed.” The answer of 
the Engineers’ Association was «4 
notification that unless the govern- 
ment should recede from its position 
before 5 o'clock of Friday, the engi- 
neers would go out at midnight, end 
would leave their locomotives 
wherever they happened to be at that 
hour. This threat they proceeded to 
carry out. The government has guar- 
anteed that men who refuse to go out 
shall receive double wages for two 
months. and has notified the men 
that those who strike will lose their 
pensions. Thus the matter stands at 
last accounts. Later advices, show- 
ing how far the government has been 
successful in preventing the strike 
from becoming general, will be 
awaited with interest. - 

This strike derives its principal in- 
terest from the fact thht the rail- 
roads in Victoria are owned by the 
government. State ownership of rail- 
reads and oather public utilities has 
often been put forward as a remedy 
for strikes and labor troubles of all 
kinds. Australia and New Zealand 
have been polnted to with more or 
less pride as countries In which trade- 
unioniem has solved’ some of the dif- 
ficult gocial and industrial preblems 
which are cnusing so much trouble 
In other parts of the world. It is 
therefore something of a surprise to 
learn that even on the State-owned 
roads of Victoriaa strike has been de- 
clared, in much the same way as strikes 
are declared on railrosds owned and 
operated by private capital. The strike 
conclusively 


seems to show pretty 
that State ownership of public or 
quati-public utilities is not the 


panecea for Industrial that its ad- 
vocates have claimed it to be.

merous occesions as the processions of 


the flowers and the myriad lights were 
passing him, but at no time was it so 
marked as when the children went 
by with their bright eyes and smiling 
faces. When the youngsters peered at 
him from amid the foliage of the 
floats they were greeted with the 
Rooseveltean smite which is 
caricature, and his hat was off on the 
instant. All during the President's 
stay in Los Angeles he showed the 
keenest enjoyment in the features of 
the carnival and in the splendid en- 
thusiasm of the people, which he re- 
marked upon more than once eas being 
special to Los Angeles. His coming 
was a great event for the citizenship 
of the West, for the section which is 
so frequently overlooked by the pow- 
ers at Washington, and for the Presi- 
dent himeeif, for it had educational as 
weil as encouraging value in giving 
him opportunity to witness what is be. 
ine done in this part of the republic 
to make the nation giorious and great.

Jesuit inquiries regarding the Jews 
were pushed with much energy in the 
seventeenth century. An account sent 
to the vatican by Father Ricci, one of 
the earliest missionaries, relates *his 
meeting In Peking 4 Jew who had gone 
to that capital from Kaifengfu to try 
for literary honors. From this man 
he learned that there were various 
Jewish communities in China, and that 
they had never heard of co-religion- 
ists In any other part of the world. 
Jesuits made visits to Kaifengfu over 
a long series of years. They also found 
Jews in other places in that region. 
According to their reports a Yellow 
River flood in 1642 many 
Jewish manuscripts. 

OLD BUILDINGS. 

In 1704 a letter from Kaifengfu de- 
scribes in detail buildings on the Jew- 
ish property and customs of the people. 
The sect was then known as the Taou- 
kin Kiao, meaning that sect which 
“plucks tut the sinews.”

BISHOP SMITH'S INVESTIGATIO!?S 
Jesuit accounts of the colony were 
the last of importance until 1850, when 
Bishop Smith of Hongkong sent two 
Chinese deputies to Kaifengfu to in- 
vestigate conditions. They found «a 
few small dwellings on the temple 
site and copied several tablet inscrip- 
tions in Hebrew and Chinese, the for- 
mer distinctly Jewish, referring to 
one God, and the latter following the 
moral precepts of Confuctus. In the 
next year the same messengers made 
another visit and returned with sev- 
eral rolls of the law. Each of the rolls 
contained a complete copy of the 
Books of Moses, written on 
sewed in strips of from twenty to 
thirty yards long. They obtained also

Rescue attempts in the United States 
were frustrated by the outbreak of the 
Civi?

The tablet Ten Com- 
mandments and one bearing a confes- 
sion of faith were then there. He 
wrote to Germany on the subject, but 
nothing came of it. A movement 
started in England in 1864 failed be- 
cause of the death of the missionary 
who was to come out. In 1966 the Rev 
Dr. N. A. P. Martin, the well-known 
protestant miseionary, visited Kai- 
fengfu. He found members of the col- 
ony who confessed that they had de- 
molished buildings and sold tablets and 
records from pressure of their necesai- 
ties. One of the most ornate of the 
tabiets had been moved over to a 
mosque; some of the colony had turned 
Mohammedan; one had become a Bud- 
dhiat priest. They had yet several 
copies of the law, but no one ld 
read them, and it had been proposed 
to exhibit them in the market place, in 
the hope that some traveling Jew 
might see them and assist to restore 
the language and religion. Dr. Mertin 
went again in 1369 and wrote a letter 
to the Jewish Messenger in New York 
proposing a mission. Nothing came of 
the project except discussion. In 1891 
a visitor reported that the present 
stone tablet was the only mark to 
identify ‘the site, on which also were a 
few common dwellings occupied by 
members of the colony. In December. 
i899, several Hebrew manuscripts 
reached Shanghai which the Jesuits 
had olng since collected at Kaifengfu. 
This Jed ta the organization of the 
Rescue fociety. 

Much of the historical matter herein 
contained was collated from various 
sources by Edward isaac Egra, an ac- 
tive member of the seciety. He and his

OF WEEK. 


It would be difficult to concetve of a 
brighter, or more hopeful, outlook for 
any city than that which exizts at the 
present time for Los Angeles. The de- 
velopments in the building tne, in 
preparation for increasing trade, are 
large. but not larger than the reasona- 
ble demands of trade justify. The great 
undertakings which must contribute to 
the growth of the city, and ja a meas- 
ure insure its continuous progress, are 
in the hands of men who are strong 
financially, and are accustomed to 
handling enterprises of magniture, and 
they are proceeding in a straightfor- 
ward, conservative and businesslike 
manner to carry them forward to a 
successful conclusion. No speck of a 
cloud, calculated to cause doubt or ap- 
prehension, appears in the sky of prom- 
ise. The stiff prices at which some in- 
side property is held have a tendency 
to check speculation, but they do not 
stop it altogether, and they do not pre- 
vent a fairly considerable number of 
purchases, each week, for use and im- 
provement. It would be advantageous 
to the city if owners were a little more 
disposed to accept offers, many of which 
are certainiy good, as based upon pres- 
ent.or even near-by prospective, earning 
c ities of properties, but they can- 
not be harshly criticised, perhaps, for 
holding on to what they know to be a 
good thing: and the numbe: of pur- 
chases of other business properties, on 
close-in parallel and cross streets, show 
that observant investors get .n on some 
propositions which. in their tvdgment.

AY few inventors have become 
millionaires. A few have acquired 
riches, and a limited number have gain- 
ed a competency. 

The value of an invention Nes, first, 
in what it wil} do; second, ie it suf- 
Rotently new or so different from any 
other t it can be property protected. 

Probably three-fourths of the inven- 
tions are so close to infringement that 
they are hardly worth the patenting. 
Unfortenately, and wrongly, too, the 
present condition of civilization is op- 
posed to giving credit where credit is 
due, and the inventor often mortgages 
his body and pawns his mind in an at- 
tempt to make a great public-helping 
discovery or invention, and for his 
work and sacrifice receives little or 
nothing; and seldom, if eyer, anywhere 
near what deserves.
